The 
Gaserte explains that it objects to this 
course being taken, because it considers 
it an indication of @ policy favouring one 
particular class of the community, the 
atockmen, at the expense of the rest of 
the population. A more erroneous idea 
could scarcely be conceived, This action 
of the government is simply a first step 
towards affording stockmen 2 little of 
thut police protection, which all other 
classes of the community have always 
enjoyed in the Northwest, but which 
stockmen have had to get along with- 
out. Ifany class have @ right to com- 
plain, itis the stockmen. The police 
have, itis true, always responded with 
characteristic alacrity to calls for assist 
ance by stockmen, but never-the-less, the 
atockmen have had to do most of their 
own poco work, The explanation is 
simple, It takes men with eunsiderable 
experience among stock to understand 
matters connected with brands and 
range practices and the ordinary police- 
man would be of little use for lack 0 
technical knowledge, detecting cases 0 
tampering with brands ete, Yampering 
with « brand, or shipping cattle bearing 
other stockmen’s brands te the east is as 
clearly stealing as it would be to sell the 
first horse you chance to meet with in 
the street. As the police force is main 
teinod for the purpose of suppressing 
crime, why should not their operations 
cover breaches of the law among stock- 
mon as well as among other classes,

The Montana Horse Discase, 

The horse disease whch created anch 
havoc among a few herds on this: and 
other valleys of the territory a little more 
tyear ayo is awakening new interest, 
here is no serious outbre.k such as exe 
isted then, yet isolated cases are saisl-to be 
frequent. A number occurring ie the 
Yellowstone region lately bas breaght 
forth the commuuicition published in our 
last issue trom the Uy 8, veterinary sure 
grou statiened at Fort Keogh. We are 
not prepared to say toat the affliction of 
the bosses of the Yellowstone is identically 
the same as that that: afficted the herds in 
thie part of the country a year ugo. If so 
we wonder that our territorial veteriari- 
ans were not able to properly diagnose 1t; 
still such is possible, We hope Mr, Uor- 
coran is correct in his views yet we very 
much doubt if he is, Wedo not pretend 
to deny that the doctor has properly diag- 
uosed the disease under his observation, 
but will be skeptical about it being the 
same that was characterized as the un- 
named or unknown horse disease until we 
Jearn further of the particulass, We are 
anyhow glad to know that the disease is 
not contagious, a fact pretty well demon- 
atrated already, and that it may be treated 
—yet in the form in which the malady ap- 
peared on this valley we are fully per 
suaded that treatment could avail nothing, 
Mhe description of the symptoms given by 
Mr, C reoran is much the same of that 
that existed here, but it would be next to 
impossible to pronounce them the same,

EXPERIMENTS IN FEEDING LAMBS, 


Results Gained at the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station of Cornell University. 


The result of e ents made at 
@ifferent times and places jn f 
has demonstra‘ that when fed to 


animals nitrogenous food produced 
@much greater percent of muscle, and 
‘pen-nitrogenous a ter percent of fat. 
To ascertain if lambs would be affected 
fm the same way, an experiment was un. 
dertaken during the winterof 1887-8, at 
Cornell university, Ithaca, N. Y Six 
lambs, six months old, were chosen with 
eareful reference to uniformity in size, 
weight, shape, and of the same blood. 
On the 10th of October they were shorn 
and placed in a box stall together and fed 
alike till Nov. 11 to prepare thes. for the 


riments. 

‘isn Nov. 11 they were divided into two 
lots of three each, the total weight of 
each lot being as nearly equal as possible. 
At the beginning of the ex ent lot 
No. 1 was fed daly 1} pounds of oilmeal 
and 14 pounds of coarse wheat bran. 
Later on und of cotton seed meal was 
sabstituted for 1 of bran. Lot 2 was fed 
8 pounds of cornmeal daily. Both lots 
were fed as much timothy and clover hay 
as they would eat up clean. All ate their 
rations with avidity up to the last of De.

Dissolving Bones for Fertiltzer. 

Following is in substance what Profes- 
sor W. ©. Stubbs, of the Louisiana Experi- 
ment station, has to say about dissolving 
bones to be used as a fertilizer: 

Tho following method of the treatment 
of bones has been successfulin my hands, 
and is so easy to perform and the chem 
icals needed aro so accessible toevery one, 
that I recommend its use to every farmer 
who has # few hundred pounds of bones 
on hand. Break 100 pounds of bones into 
emall fragments and pack them in a lignt 
cask, with 100 pounds of good wood 
ashes which have been previously mixed 
with twenty-five pounds of dry water 
slacked lime and twelve pounds of pow 
dered ‘sal soda" (washing soda). Twenty 
gallons of water will saturate the mass. 
and more may be added as required In 
two or three weeks the bones will be soft 
enough to be turned out on a floor and 
mixed with two bushels of good soil. 


How to Make a Cistern Filter. 

A common and very good plan fora cis 
tern filter is to filter turough a four inch 
unplastercd brick wall soft enough to let 
the water sok through the brick. Wall 
off one third of the cistern as high as the 
water is to come, leaving au opening at 
the top for cleaning it out then neces. 
sary. Let the water into the smaller 
apartment and pump out of tho larger 
one. 

Still another and even a better plan for 
a large cistern is to build a circwar brick 
filter the center of it, say ‘hree feet in 
diameter and as high as you want it. The 
water that is let into the main cistern 
resses equally on all parts of this 

filter, and percolates through it 
fast enough to fyrnish a supply of clear 
water tn be pumped out of the filter in- 
onenk of ve ¢ Ped main Prorat im The 
suction pipe of the pum uld go down 
gear the bottom of the filter. ”

As to pruning roses, the more you re 
move from a rose tree the fiver the blooms 
will be.

tying work, bending shoots town, etc 

ith the long and coarse growing Teas, 
the Dijon section and Marechal Niel, this 
short pruning system will not answer; 
these, blooming on laterals thrown out 
from last season’s wood, must have some 
of the branches left long, simply remov 
ing the unripe and weak tops. But che 
dwarf growing Teas flourish on the hard 
pruning system, anc give magnificent 
flowers, so shorten dwarf Teas back to 
about two eyes on each shoot.
